Claims 1 -67 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33 (2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest separating all the 
carbon dioxide and a portion of the hydrogen, and then diverting that combination of gases to a methanol reactor. Furthermore, Lin et al 
reference does not include any of the compounds of the catalyst system of the present invention.
